THE FOLLOWING IS STRAIGHT FROM THE CLUB BY LAWS 


Club Machines 
To qualify as a Club machine a bike must comply with the 25 year rule which states that a 
machine must be at least 25 years old. The bike is eligible at the end of the 25th year. E.g. If 
the bike is a 1989 model it is eligible on the 31st of December 2014. If the bike has a plate 
showing the date on manufacture it is eligible 25 years on from that date. Only Club 
Machines may be entered in Club events. 


The Club does not encourage the use of non-Club machines. Should you choose to ride a 
younger machine in any Club event, please understand you will be regarded as ‘coming 
along for the ride’ However it is recognised that members sometimes use bikes in this 
category for valid reasons. The user of a non-Club machine will not be eligible for any Club 
benefit arising from the event. 


DATING PROCEDURE 
Printed here so the President will be able to quote a month for access to these to members 
who do not have access to computers. 
The procedure is extracted from our Club Bye Laws, a hyperlink within the "members only" 
section of the webpage. The constitution, itself is in the public domain 


Dating. 


Machines must be dated prior to a First Time Inspection for a concessional licence or 
before a fully licensed machine can be accepted as a Club Bike. There are two dating 
Officials, one who dates bikes from pre 1/1/1950 and the other, post 1/1/1950. Dating is 
advisable prior to commencing a restoration to ensure the bike is restored to the correct 
specifications. When the restoration is complete, arrange for an inspection by the First Time 
Examiner for Concessional Licence. 

A Dating Certificate will be presented at a General Meeting after the Machine Registrar has 
been notified of the registration number of the machine. 

Dating forms are available on the website, from the dating officers or from the Club 
Secretary. There is a $5.00 charge for the dating service. In all matters of dating the Dating 
Official’s’ ruling will be final and binding. All machines are deemed to have a birthday on the 
31st of December of each year. 


Authentic Dating 
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The machine must consist of at least four of the original six major components, i.e.: Engine, 
gearbox or transmissions, frame, forks, petrol tank, wheels. 

To be classed as original the components must come from a machine of the same make 
and type, but not necessarily the same year provided that the model concerned was 
manufactured basically unchanged over a period of years. Faithful reproduction of two of the 
missing components is acceptable. 


Dating Composite Machines 

Machines will be provisionally dated for the purpose of providing a year of manufacture for 
vehicle registration authorities. Provisional dating will be based on the frame number 
(representing the Vehicle Identification Number or VIN) and then can be completed at any 
stage of the restoration. Where no frame number exists, the engine number will be used. 
When the engine of one manufacturer is installed in the frame of another manufacturer the 
machine will be referred to by the name of the engine manufacturer. The frame number shall 
be used as the machine identification. Any contentious issues will be resolved by the 
Management Committee. 


5. Concessional Licensing Procedure. 

Members in the metro area requiring to have their motorcycle inspected for a concessional 
License Code 404, B Class, must conform to the following. Country Members see 10 below. 

1. The applicant for a concessional licence must be a financial member of an authorised 
club and the machine must comply with the 25 year rule. See Club Machines 6 for the 
definition of the 25 year rule. Code 404, B Class indicates that some conditions apply to this 
license. 

2. The machine must be provisionally dated. Dating forms are available from the Club 
website or the Dating Officers, if you don’t have internet access. 

3. The restored machine must comply with the Department of Transport WA regulatory 
requirements. It must be in a roadworthy condition to be used on a public road. Its 
construction and equipment must be as the manufacturer's original specifications with no 
modifications. 

4. The Dating Official (or Machine Registrar) will provide a letter containing the motorcycle 
details and confirming that you are a financial member of the Club. This letter will later be 
retained by the DOT Licensing Centre. 

5. Contact the Club 1st Time Examiner Concessional Licence (contact details are on the 
inside cover of the Chatter) and arrange an inspection. There is a charge of $15. 

6. If the Machine is not fully licensed, you must obtain a 48 hour Temporary Movement 
Permit from DOT (a fee applies). They will require year, make, and engine and frame 
number. The bike may be trailered to the inspection point. 

7. Prior to the inspection, try to get as much information as possible, current licence 
papers, if it's registered, proof of ownership if it’s not. Any history if the machine was 
previously registered in Australia, plate number, old license papers, discs, photos of machine 
showing plate number etc. 

8. After the inspection, the examiner will complete a Certificate of Inspection called an 
MR1form. The MR1form will be forwarded to the DOT. If OK they will issue a Vehicle Passed 
MR form. You then take the MR1, MR, current licence paper, if it’s on full licence and the 
letter confirming Club membership to a DOT Licensing Centre. When you have licensed the 
bike and received your licence plate inform the Machine Examiner of the plate number. You 
will then be issued with a Bike Number Disc by the machine registrar which must be 
displayed on the bike and will remain with that machine while you are a Club member. 

9. If you present an imported motorcycle for examination you must produce an Import 
Approval Certificate issued by the Dept. of Infrastructure and Transport in Canberra. If the 
machine was manufactured after 30.06.75 the machine must be inspected at a DOT 
Authorised Inspection Centre. A certificate from an engineer approved by the DOT must be 
obtained confirming compliance with Australian Design Rules for that year of manufacture. 
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10. You will be required to complete DOT E81 form which is a statutory declaration that 
states /......... sincerely declare that the vehicle listed above will be used only in connection 
with club events or for conducting a road test. | undertake to notify the Department of 
Transport should | cease to be a financial member of the VMCCWA. 

11. The responsibly for the operation of a vehicle and adherence to the conditions of 
Code 404 lay solely with the owner. If the vehicle is used for purposes that breach the 
conditions under which the concession is granted, Section 19(17) of the Road Traffic 
Act 1974 deems the vehicle to be unlicensed. In these circumstances compulsory 
third party insurance will generally not cover against claims for personal or fatal 
injury caused to another person. Comprehensive insurance cover would be in jeopardy 
and the rider may be charged with riding an unlicensed vehicle. 

12. It is a DOT requirement that you display, adjacent to the number plate, a sign stating 
Veteran, Vintage, Post Vintage, Invitation Class, or Historic which covers all years of 
manufacture. Historic signs are available from the Club. 

13. A member with a concessionally licensed vehicle must at all times manage and control 
the vehicle in a legal manner, in accordance with road courtesy and accepted driving 
technique, and shall not at any time indulge in any practice whilst driving the vehicle that 
might or could bring the Club under unfavourable notice. 

14. The rider must have a current driver's licence for the bike being ridden. 

15. In the event of any breach of the foregoing requirements the Club Management 
Committee may cause the withdrawal of the concessional licence and breach of the 
regulations could incur the loss of Club membership. 

16. Country members can take their machine to any car club with an authorised 
concessional examiner or to a DOT Licensing /Examination Centre. The conditions above 
will still apply. 


HOW NOT TO LOSE SMALL ITEMS (PLUS CHATTER THOUGHT) 
Save those shallow plastic meat trays (Don’t let 'er in doors recycle them). 
When working on parts on the bike especially under carbs or anywhere that you are likely to 
drop small screws, nuts, bolts, place one of these trays underneath to catch them. 
This saves them falling on the floor and rolling to odd places that you can never find them. 
Add a small amount of oil to stop any further bounce in the tray.

Minutes of the VMCCWA Monthly General Meeting held at the VCC 
Hall Wattle Grove 3° December 2014 commencing 8.00 pm 


President: John Wightman. Secretary: Elliott Montagu. Treasurer: Terry McKie. 
107 members attended with apologies from D. Brazil, W. McEvoy, P. Nicol, and R. Chave. 

The microphone usher for the evening was M. Rock. 

Visitors: S. Ward 

New Members: New members welcomed were T. Wetnal, M. Dee, L. Harris and P. Pocock. 
The Minutes of the Previous Meeting. The minutes of the previous meeting were accepted 
as a true and faithful record and will be signed by the President. 


Business Arising: Nil. 
Correspondence: emails re No- Fault Catastrophic Injury Compulsory Third Party Insurance 
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REPORTS. 

President: The President said that the Club has had a good year and he wished the members 
and their families a happy Christmas and a happy and healthy New Year. Bill Cowlin recently 
did some repairs to the Club Trailer. Thanks Bill. 

Secretary: | attended a meeting in relation to the proposal to introduce No-Fault Catastrophic 
Injury Compulsory Third Party Insurance (CTP). This is a proposal to increase vehicle licences 
by amaximum of $109 pa to pay for the changes to CTP. The meeting was told that the 
intention was to reduce the $109 increase in line with the perceived risk associated with 
different classes of motorcycles, i.e. concessionally licenced bikes would attract a lower 
increase. Present were the General Manager and Commission Secretary of the Insurance 
Commission of WA (ICoWA) the CMC Secretary and two CMC Committee Members. The GM 
briefed us on the Green Paper proposals and sought our views on it. The final decision on who 
pays and how much will be made by politicians working on recommendations from the ICoWA. 
We all had our say. 

Based on what transpired at the meeting, CMC, who represent 111 motoring and m/c clubs, 
will prepare a submission and send me a copy which | will distribute to our Committee. No new 
information was gleaned from the meeting as it’s all in the paper but some strategies were 
discussed and their relevance was run past the GM. These will be included in the CMC 
submission. 

Some unrelated issues will probably appear in the submission, one being to again bring up 
the subject of one license and plate for the owners of more than one concessionally licensed 
machine. Another is to exempt from option 2 and 3 fully licenced machines that are eligible to 
be concessionally licensed. The idea here is to give relief to the owners of these machines who 
want to use them as a daily drive. In some states in the USA the licence gets cheaper for old 
vehicles until the reach zero (in a reasonable time). | wasn’t supportive of introducing unrelated 
topics in the submission. 

| felt not enough emphasis was being given to reminding the politicians that clubs like ours 
contribute to the community, provide a venue for older people to remain active (11% of our 
members are over 80 and 75% are between 50 and 80). We should be left alone and not 
burdened with costs that could affect our viability. The Club will be presenting a submission to 
the ICoWA and members are encouraged to make a submission. Details of how to do this are 
on page 8 of the December Chatter. Pressure can be applied by writing to the newspaper and 
lobbying your local member. Changes to CTP Insurance coupled with the proposed $100 road 
tax, is the significant threat to members, particularly to multiple owners.

| saw the tip for the pie tin, | use one myself (Fray Bentos), instead of putting oil in it, | have it sat 
on a magnet out of an old car speaker. You can toss a nut or bolt at it & it sticks like wotsit to a 
blanket (no mess either). The magnet also glues the tin nicely to my bike hoist. 

A couple of other tips people have taught me over the years. 

1. To put on a centre or side stand spring, push $2 coins between the coils, this expands the length 
of the spring, which allows you to fit it over the location lugs, without having to stretch the spring. 
Once in location, just pull the coins out with pliers, which then re-tensions the spring. 

2 To secure your bike, instead of carrying a heavy & bulky chain & padlock, simply carry a padlock 
& (on most bikes) you can padlock through one of the holes in the rear sprocket.

TIPS 
First of all, the lucky members whose bikes have a single carb can skip this; this is about bikes 
with multiple carbs. 
The following is a method for getting carb slides the same height where the slides are directly 
controlled by throttle cables, i.e., not slides in constant vacuum /constant velocity (CV) carbs where 
the slide is controlled by a diaphragm. 
Remove air inlet tubes and filters as necessary, then with the slides raised by the throttle cables, 
gently insert a centre punch that has a long taper between each slide and carb body. When the 
cables are adjusted so the centre punch inserts the same distance in all the carbs then the slides 
are all at the same height. 
The centre punch must be inserted off centre to avoid the needle in the centre of the slide. Small 
differences in slide heights will be evident due to the long taper on the centre punch. 
This method can also be used to set slide heights at idle by adjusting the idle screw (not the idle 
mixture screw) so the centre punch inserts the same distance. 
Synchronizing carbs with dial or manometer type vacuum gauges is more precise but the above 
method is an alternative if you don't have vacuum gauges or your carbs don't have taps for 
vacuum gauges. Vacuum gauges iron out differences in carbs like deposits and different float 
chamber heights that the method above doesn't, but it should give smooth running if everything on 
the bike is within spec. 
On another subject, for corrosion proofing where appearance isn't important, rather than fish oil | 
use Valvoline Tectyl 506. It penetrates, forms a waxy film, and eventually sets up so it can be 
painted. It's sold at Super Cheap auto shops.

The Pith Helmet 


There is an intriguing story behind a pith helmet worn by Fred Dawson who was a member of the 


Vintage Motorbike Club WA in the 80's & 90's. He enjoyed the comraderie of the other guys and 
many swaps were made for spare parts to do up his beloved Indian Chief and Harley Davidson in 
the back shed. But why the pith helmet and who wore it and where did it go? 

Fred went to PNG in 1946 as a missionary for 3 years After marrying Margaret Dawson, he went 
over west to what was then Dutch New Guinea (now Papua) to pioneer a new work amongst the 
Dani people groups. The Dani's were wild cannibals and some of Fred's missionary mates were 
killed by them. 

However, before leaving, an historic trek was made in 1955 where Fred and others had to land 
on a river and trek for a month through aggressive Dani tribes to establish a base in Lake Archbold 
for others to join them. They slowly embraced the Dawson family and others who had come to live 
amongst them. After several years of helping them medically, educationally and spiritually, the 
Dani people changed their killing ways to become a peaceful people. 

Fifty years later Fred's children and grandchildren went back to see the legacy of their parent's 
work and where they had grown up. It was amazing to see the difference in just one generation. 
Now these same Dani people are volunteering themselves to go and help other tribes with the 
same mission. 

However, one question remains. What happened to Fred's pith helmet? Did it end up with other 
friends or in a museum? If anyone does know, please contact Jim Dawson as he would be very 
keen to see it again. jim.dawson@wec.com.au Ph.

MACHINE TIP 

This is only about Post-1969 air cooled BMW's (apologies), but there are a large number in 
the Club so | thought it's worth mentioning this tip. 

The centre stand is held on with two 17mm bolts (17mm across the flats of the head), and 
they gradually work loose so they should be tightened periodically, which is only a five 
minute job. The bolts are threaded into thin lugs welded to the frame, and if they become too 
loose they could strip these threads. To gain access to repair the threads requires exhaust 
pipe removal.

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CHANGES TO THE CONSTITUTION 
During the year, the management committee proposed the following changes be made to the 
Constitution. These five changes will have to be voted upon separately and if successfully voted 
for, will have to be forwarded to DOCEP for approval. We have to make written representation of 
these proposals in the July Chatter, so as to give the membership the required one month written 
notice, for their consideration. 


1. General Rules Section 4, paragraph 4b states that 

"The Club Secretary shall be the chief executive official of the Club and shall act as Secretary to 
the Management Committee, to any A.G.M. or E.G.M. The Club Secretary shall compile minutes of 
such meetings and maintain the minute books in good order and safekeeping. The Club Secretary 
shall perform such other duties as may be laid down in relevant Bye-Laws’” 

The proposed change is; 

"The Club Secretary shall act as Secretary to the Management Committee, at any A.G.M. or 
E.G.M. The Club Secretary shall compile minutes of such meetings and maintain the minute books 
in good order and safekeeping. The Club Secretary shall perform such other duties as may be laid 
down in relevant Bye-Laws” 

The reason for the proposed change is that the expression “CEO” may be misconstrued as being 
the chief decision maker of the Club. 


2. General Rules Section 10 states that 

"There shall be two Dating Officials appointed by the Management Committee. One official shall 
be responsible for Pre 1/1/1950 and the other for Post 31/12/1949 machines. The Dating Officials 
shall report to the Management Committee via the Secretary". 

The proposed change is; 

"There shall be two Dating Officials appointed by the Management Committee. One official shall 
be responsible for Pre 1/1/1970 and the other for Post 1/1/1970 machines. The Dating Officials 
shall report to the Management Committee via the Secretary" 

The reason for the proposed change is that half of new machine datings, are of machines 
manufactured after 1970. 


3. General Rules Section 11. Paragraph a) states that 

"Life Membership shall be regarded as the ultimate honour which the Club can bestow upon a 
member who is considered to have rendered exceptional service the Club" 

The proposed change is: 

"Life Membership shall be regarded as the ultimate honour which the Club can bestow upon a 
member who is considered to have rendered exceptional service to the Club. Nominations may 
only be received for incumbents who have at least fifteen years of membership and at least six 
years service as an officer or official." 

The reason for the proposed change is that we already have 20 Life Members and there is no 
need to maintain this Cap. 


4. General Rules Section 11 paragraph g) 

Does not exist 

The proposed change is; 

"Honoured membership may be conferred to those members, who in the opinion of the 
management committee have rendered exceptional service to the Club. The minimum requirement 
is ten years' membership and six years’ service as an officer or official. Nominations shall be voted 
by the management committee with a simple majority required to confirm" 

The reason for the proposed change is that, with the Cap of 20 Like members, it is felt that a mid- 
tier from of recognition be bestowed upon those who have contributed greatly. 


5. Bye Laws page 5 

Pre 31 Exemption states that 

"Normally any machine that is Club eligible can take part in any Club Event however the Pre 31 
Section has been granted an exemption and may nominate what bikes can participate in particular 
events organised by that Section. Machines that do not meet the criteria for a specific Club Event 
such as the "Pre 31 Run’ will not be eligible for awards but will still gain Club points for that event” 

The proposed change is; 
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“Normally any Club eligible machine can take part in any Club Event. Machines that do not meet 
the criteria for a specific Club event will not be eligible for awards but will still gain Club points for 
that event. However the Pre-31 Section has been granted an exemption and may nominate which 
bikes may participate in particular events organised by that Section” 

The reason for the change is that the “Pre 31 Run” doesn’t exist anymore.

PRESIDENTS REPORT AUGUST 

Your management committee has 
approved updates to our by-laws, which 
outline the required actions by members to 
get their motorcycles approved for use on 
Club runs. Irrespective of whether your 
machine is on full or concessional license, 
it should have its unique bike number, in 
the form of a yellow disc, which must be 
fitted on your machine. 

| have enquired about DOT approved 
examiners and discovered that you can 
actually obtain a 48 hour travel permit via 
internet, which allows you to ride your 
unlicensed motorcycle to the DOT 
examiner. He may send you to a DOT 
approved engineer, who will check your 
machine for compliance. When this is 
completed, you simply need to go to your 
local vehicle licensing department, with 
your paperwork and pick up the plate and 
pay the applicable (full license) fee. 

If you then decide to transfer the machine 
to concessional license, you will have to 
make an appointment with your local first 
time concessional licensing examiner. The 
DOT will refund you the difference between 
the full and the concessional licensing fee 
for the remainder of the period left on your 
paid full license.

FOUNDATION RIDE WHITEMAN PARK 21° JUNE 2015 

There were about 25 punters who braved the rain and the wind and we were actually 
blessed with a sunny hour for the second half of the ride around Brigadoon.

CMC Delegate: John M. The Council of Motoring Clubs (CMC) represents some 100 motoring 
Clubs which includes seven motor cycle Clubs. The basic rules relating to Concession 404 
licence remain unchanged. The owner of the vehicle is now solely responsible for adhering to 
the conditions of the concession. Changes to the Road Traffic Act 2012 to recognise interstate 
vehicle permits have received Royal Assent and has been passed as law. Important for SA, 
NSW & Vic clubs to know for Wheels West. Over 48 hour Permit is not needed. Work 
continues on the third part compulsory insurance to get lower rates for 404 vehicles.

This is about heat shrink tubing, a plastic that 
reduces in diameter when heated with a 
flame. | think it's a fascinating phenomenon to 
watch but maybe | don't get out enough! Its 
primary purpose is to insulate electrical wiring 
but the following suggests some other uses. 


On one of my bikes the plastic outer cover on 
the speedometer cable was missing in places 
so | added the tubing, after the cable was 
removed because using a flame near the 
petrol tank didn't appeal. 


| wasn't happy with the first try because | 
heated the tubing with a torch and due to the 
concentrated heat it shrank unevenly. So | 
removed the tubing and the second time | 
applied heat with a small camp stove and the 
result was much better because the heat was 
spread out. | think supplying heat with a 
barbeque would work well also. 


While the cable was out | took the opportunity 
to hang it vertically and oil it. 


Another way | used the tubing was on a boot 
lace with a frayed end. A normal person 
would purchase a new lace but | put 

some tubing on the end since I'm an 
experienced penny pincher. 

| haven't tried it but the tubing should be 
suitable for control cables where the plastic 
outer cover is missing. 

Hear shrink tubing is supplied where 
electrical wiring is sold. It comes in numerous 
diameters and the basic colour is black, but 
other colours are available for the aesthetic 
and creative Club members among us.

404 LICENCE CHANGES 

There has been a change in the 
procedure to obtain a 404 concessional 
license (B class) for a Motor Cycle that is 
fully Licensed (A class). 

The DVS policy with immediate effect, no 
longer requires the machine to have an 
Examination, providing that it is fully 
licensed or the licence has not expired for 
more than three months. 

However when Club members apply for a 
concessional licence, they must still 
produce the following.- 

A letter stating that they are a financial 
member; a Form E81, that is to be 
completed, (obtainable from the Licensing 
centre) and the current licence papers. 

For the VMCC to keep a record of 
machines on concessional licenses, 
members must still have the machine 
Dated and a Bike No. issued prior to 
changing the licence, so that they can enter
